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e IDENTIFYING SIMILAR AND ERROR WOODS 
By Norm Belsten 
Here are a few tips to help you identify woods, along with some examples. 


1. When looking at woods made by the hot stamping process, keep in mind that they 
were all made afier 1983, with the exception of a few made by Lou Vesh in the early 
1980s. 
2. When viewing the wood, see if it is hot stamped both sides or one side, or printed 
both sides or one side. Some woods were issued in the same colours but one issue 
printed and the other one hot stamped, or a combination of both. 

(5909-025 hot stamped and printed; 5909-048 hot stamped only, blue both sides) 
3. Check the colour carefully. Is it dull, bright or a little off shade? 

( 5100-036 hot stamped in dull colour; 5100-038 hot stamped in shiny metallic 
colour, both woods red and green) 
4. Look to see if the wood has been altered with ink, a different date, a spelling 
mistake or an overstamp. 

(3300-078 and 079 - the ‘o’ in Fredericton on the error wood was a ‘c’ and altered 
with ared pen to make it into an ‘o’ -- you have to look very closely to see this one) 

& (8875- 001a, 1b, 2 -- with no date, inked date, printed date) 

(5270-001a, b, c -- all with different dates) 
5. Check the name and the event on the wood. It may be a clue as to where it is 
listed. 

(Most T.I.C.F. woods are listed under Toronto - 5900) 

(C.N.A. and O.N.A. woods were listed where the event was held before 1985, 
and in the issuers place of residence after 1985) 
6. The date of issue is sometimes helpful in determining which wood it is in the 
listing. Some woods were issued different years with little change in design. 

(5100 - Huronia Numismatic Association issued show woods every year for 
several years in a row as did several other coin clubs) 
7. A reference to ‘Made in U.S.A.’ or just the letters ‘U.S.A.’, stamped on the 
wood, is sometimes, but not always, an indication that it is a Canadian wood. 
8. The town or city, on the wood, does not always mean that it is Canadian. There 
are many U.S. towns and cities with the same names as those in Canada. 


These are a few things that hopefully will help you in trying to identify woods. 
If when trying to find a wood in the catalogue, it is not there, it may be a new issue 
not yet listed, or you may have found an unlisted older wood. Congratulations.
